U.S.  Export  Sales  Highlights 


This  summary  is  cased  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  period  OctoOer  7  -  13,  1983. 

Wheat:  Slow  market  activity  produced  sales  of  463,800  metric  tons  (MT) — off  42  percent  from 
a  week  earlier  and  63  percent  less  than  the  4-week  average.  The  major  buyers  were  Taiwan 
(120,800  MT),  Brazil  (99,000  MT),  Nigeria  (31,800  MT),  and  South  Korea  (46,000  MT).  Exports 
of  645,400  MT  were  9  percent  below  a  week  earlier  and  6  percent  below  the  4-week  average. 

The  primary  destination  was  the  USSR  with  277,600  MT,  followed  by  Indonesia  (48,000  MT), 

India  (40,100  MT),  and  Israel  (35,100  MT). 

Corn:  Sales  rebounded  84  percent  from  the  slow  pace  of  a  week  earlier  for  a  net  increase  of 

664.200  MT,  but  were  nearly  a  third  below  the  4-week  average.  Major  increases  to  Taiwan 
(145,400  MT),  Egypt  (125,000  MT),  Japan  (108,300  MT),  and  the  Republic  of  South  Africa 
(97,700  MT)  were  partially  offset  by  a  decrease  in  unknown  destinations  of  182,600  MT. 

Exports  of  909,500  MT  were  3  percent  greater  than  the  prior  week  and  15  percent  above  the 
4-week  average.  Japan  (293,700  MT),  Mexico  (108,000  MT),  South  Korea  (103,200  MT),  and 
Belgium  (102,700  MT)  were  the  major  recipients. 

Sorghum :  Sales  of  179,200  MT  were  9  percent  above  the  prior  week  and  slightly  more  than 
douole  the  4-weeK  average.  Mexico  was  the  leading  purchaser  with  104,800  MT,  followed  by 
Israel  with  62,000  MT.  Exports  of  85,700  MT  were  about  half  of  both  a  week  earlier  and  the 
4-week  average.  The  week's  shipments  were  to  Mexico  (61,400  MT),  Japan  (18,100  MT),  and 
Venezuela  (6,100  MT). 

Barley :  The  week's  activity  resulted  in  a  net  decrease  in  sales  of  13,200  MT.  Shipments  of 

43.200  MT  were  mainly  to  Japan  (18,400  MT)  and  Cyprus  (12,500  MT). 

Rice:  Sales  of  17,100  MT  were  27  percent  under  the  prior  week  and  72  percent  lower  than  the 
4-week  average.  The  major  buyers  were  Saudi  Arabia  (6,000  MT)  and  the  Republic  of 
South  Africa  (2,500  MT).  Shipments  of  36,500  MT  slipped  51  percent  from  a  week  earlier  and 
43  percent  from  the  4-week  average.  Indonesia  (10,700  MT),  Senegal  (9,000  MT),  and 
Saudi  Arabia  (8,000  MT)  were  the  major  recipients. 

Soybeans:  Net  sales  activity  of  555,000  MT  reflected  an  increase  of  47  percent  from  the 
previous  week  out  was  7  percent  below  the  4-week  average.  Japan  (170,200  MT),  Belgium 
(85,300  MT),  unknown  destinations  (55,300  MT),  and  the  Netherlands  (44,200  MT)  were  the 
principal  buyers.  Exports  of  498,500  MT  topped  the  previous  week  by  43  percent  and  the 
4-week  average  by  35  percent.  The  primary  destinations  were  Japan  (138,800  MT),  Spain 
(78,000  MT),  and  the  Netherlands  (70,800  MT). 

Soyoean  Cake  and  Meal:  Net  sales  of  132,700  MT  were  54  percent  below  the  previous  week  and 
31  percent  below  the  4-week  average.  Poland  (41,000  MT),  unknown  destinations  (24,100  MT), 
and  West  Germany  (20,800  MT)  were  the  major  buyers.  The  export  pace  slipped  to  104,400 
MT — off  31  percent  from  the  previous  week  but  6  percent  above  the  4-week  average.  The 
principal  destinations  included  the  Netherlands  (24,400  MT),  Italy  (20,200  MT),  West  Germany 
(20,100  MT),  and  Venezuela  (17,100  MT). 

Soybean  Oil:  Net  sales  activity  of  1,200  MT  was  for  Guatemala.  Exports  were  3,900  MT,  going 
to  Ecuador  (2,100  MT)  and  Venezuela  (1,700  MT). 

Cotton:  Net  sales  of  75,700  running  bales  (RB)  were  26  percent  below  a  week  earlier.  The 
primary  destinations  were  Japan  (19,900  RB)  and  South  Korea  (18,400  RB).  Exports  of 
50,400  RB  were  24  percent  below  a  week  earlier  and  35  percent  below  the  4-week  average. 

Asian  destinations  accounted  for  62  percent  of  the  exports,  followed  by  the  Western 
Hemisphere,  20  percent  and  European  destinations,  17  percent. 

Hides  and  Skins:  Sales  gains  of  514,300  pieces  were  up  8  percent  from  a  week  earlier  but 
23  percent  below  the  4-week  average.  Whole  cattle  hide  sales  of  430,100  pieces  were 
primarily  to  Japan  (143,300  pieces),  South  Korea  (104,900  pieces),  Taiwan  (49,200  pieces), 
and  Algeria  (41,900  pieces).  Exports  of  468,400  pieces  reflected  a  28  percent  drop  below  a 
week  earlier  and  were  9  percent  below  the  4-week  average.  Whole  cattle  hide  shipments  of 
389,600  pieces  went  mainly  to  Japan  (158,600  pieces),  South  Korea  (82,500  pieces),  Taiwan 
(53,300  pieces),  and  Mexico  (32,900  pieces). 

Saies  of  wet  blues  (unsplit  and  grain  splits)  were  33,100  hides  and  exports  were  14,100 
hides,  mainly  unsplits  to  China  of  10,000  hides.  Sales  of  splits  increased  1,127,400  pounds 
with  major  purchases  Dy  South  Korea  (410,100  pounds),  El  Salvador  (342,000  pounds),  and 
Canada  (210,000  pounds).  Exports  of  535,500  pounds  were  destined  for  Taiwan  (192,000 
pounds),  Hong  Kong  (157,800  pounds),  South  Korea  (144,600  pounds),  and  Canada  (41,100  pounds).
